The class commences each session in the beginning of November, and terminates in the 
end of April. It meets usually for one hour on each of the six ordinary week-days. The 
whole of the time of the professor is devoted to it. The students whose names are here 
ffiven attended from the beginning to the close of the session.

Seventh Class. 





This class is composed of students who are engaged as private tutors, and who cannot 
attend at the ordinary hours. They are named in some of the six classes, so do not add to 
the number of students. This class usually meets two extra hours in the week. 

IY. No students are specially educated as missionaries. Missionaries are selected from 
the general body on account of peculiar fitness. 

V. The college session commences on the first Tuesday in November, and closes on 
the last Thursday of April. The occurrence of the Easter holidays sometimes closes the 
session a week earlier. All students attend the full session ; and if, from any cause, a 
student retires before the session closes, he must, except in the case of sickness, make up 
the loss by subsequent attendance. 

VI. The hours of attendance on the classes of Sacred Rhetoric and Catechetics varies two, 
or it may be three, times during the college session, so as to correspond with the unoccu- 
pied hours of Queen’s College. This change is especially required in the undergraduate 
classes. I subjoin the hours of teaching as they stood at the close of session 1861 : 

Monday. Four hours ; viz., 1st class of the day, from nine to ten ; next class from 
one to three ; a third class from three to four. 

Tuesday. One class from eleven to one. 

Wednesday. One class from nine to ten; another, eleven to twelve ; a third from 
three to four. 

Thursday. A class from one to three. 

Saturday. One class, eleven. 

In all, 12 hours of weekly teaching, with one or two hours additional for the seventh 
class, as above stated. 

VII. My salary from Government is 250 Z. per annum. From Regium Donum I receive 
nothing. I have no congregation ; consequently, no congregational income. When elected 
to the professorship, I resigned my congregation, with all its. emoluments ; but, at the 
request of the congregation, I was appointed what, in our ecclesiastical language, is termed 
“ constant supplier.” For my services in this capacity I believe I might have claimed 
52 guineas per annum, with repayment for my unavoidable expenditure in carrying on the 
religious services of the church ; but I neither claimed nor received anything. And, 
during six years I believe the whole income of the church was employed m paying oft a 
heavy building debt, and in pressingly-necessary repairs, in rent, insurance, and other 
incidental expenses. And farther, I do not believe that the members of the church, 
generally, were at all aware of the fact, that I was, to the best of my abilities, labouring 
without remuneration. But when, by the last Parliamentary inquiry, I was necessitated 
to state the fact (for through me it should never have voluntarily been made public), the 
committee, at the suggestion of the congregation, began to make me occasional presents, but 
no fixed or claimed salary. And this, at intervals, t h ey have continued to do, more especially 
when the state of my health, or that of members of my family, required temporary residence 
abroad. 

VIII. As agent for Regium Donum, I receive 300 Z. per annum. I receive nothing as 
salary from any other source than as stated in this return. My income from students fees 
has, for reasons which, I presume, it is unnecessary to state, varied from 14 1 . to a little 
above 20 Z. per annum. I anticipate, however, that m consequence of a late enactment of 
our General Assembly, my income from fees, notwithstanding the number of exempted 
students, will range from 40Z. to 50 Z., or something upwards. 

The foregoing statements are, to the best of my knowledge and belief, a faithful reply to 
all the matters required by the House of Commons, so far as I am concerned or am able 
to give the information sought.

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Remarks. — The distinct classes Over which I preside are precisely similar to those 
allotted to three professors in most colleges ; and my labour is not lessened by the com- 
paratively small number of students, as it is my duty, in every class, to complete the usual 
course of teaching. 

Besides, I devote a considerable portion of time to instruction in the principles and 
structure ^of the English language ; and likewise to the composition and delivery of all the 
various kinds of religious discourses. 

Previously to the year 1847, when I first received the small endowment now attached 
to my professorships, I had taught, during 17 years (and sometimes 10 or 11 students), 
without any salary from any source ; and I never accepted the ordinary fees which I am 
entitled to demand from my students. 

For 11 years after my appointment as distributor of Regium Donum, I only received, 
including all charges, 130 l. per annum ; but, circumstances connected with the Dis- 
senters’ Chapels Bill, haying, in the years 1843 and 1844, afforded me the privilege of 
frequent communications with the late Sir Robert Peel (Prime Minister) and the late Sir 
James Graham (Home Secretary), I received, on the 6th of April 1846, an unexpected 
communication from the latter, announcing the addition of 100 l. a year to my income 
as agent for Royal bounty. His gratifying words, after stating the fact, were, 
“ This increase of salary is made in consideration of your personal good character and 
conduct.” 

In the year 1847, however, this augmentation of salary was withdrawn, on my being 
endowed as professor ; but it was restored in the following year through the kind expla- 
nation of the two distinguished baronets, to their successors in office, a fact which, I am 
sure, the present Lord Taunton, then Irish Secretary, would readily attest.

Note. — Mr. Scott attended the above-named classes only during a part of the time 
specified in the order, his course being completed before the conclusion of the period indi- 
cated in it. He is now settled as a minister in England. None of the other students are 
designed for service as missionaries in foreign parts ; all of them intend to devote them- 
selves to the ministry in Ireland. 

II. The session lasts from the 10th of November, in each year, till the 1st of the fol- 
lowing May, with a vacation of a fortnight at Christmas, and three days at Easter. 
During the session I am engaged six hours in each week (one hour each day, except 
Sunday), in actual teaching ; /besides the time which is occupied in preparation. The 
days on which I meet my various classes are as follows, viz. — 

1 . — Criticism of the Greek Testament, — Saturday. 

2. — Hebrew and Oriental Languages, — Tuesday and Thursday. 

3. — Doctrinal Divinity, — Monday, Wednesday, and Friday.. 

III. My salary, as professor of the above branches, is 150 1. per annum, which is paid 
by Parliamentary Grant. As one of the ministers of the First Presbyterian Congrega- 
tion, Belfast, I receive 92 1. 6s. 2d. per annum, of Royal bounty, and 120 1. per annum

The minister’s name, William Bruce- 
ordained on 3d March 1812. The number of families and sitters is 140. There were 
two services in the day on Census Sunday. The number of persons attending the same 
I do not know ; but there are from 180 to 200 communicants at the Lord’s Table. 

I subscribe 27. per annum to the Presbyterian Widows’ Fund Association. I receive 
no emolument from glebe, chaplaincies, or any other source connected with my minis- 
terial profession.

Attendants at each Service, exclusive of Sunday School Children. 




Notes. 

1. The sums paid to the several ministers appear in the preceding return. 

2. The annual sum of 366 l. is paid to the Widows’ Fund of the Synod of Ulster. The portion of the grant belonging 
to a vacant congregation is paid to the Widows’ Fund of the Synod, &c. to which it belongs for the four quarters next 
following that in which the vacancy commences ; the payment for that quarter being made to the former minister, or 
to his widow, or his legal representative, and the first payment to the new minister being for the quarter commencing 
next after his ordination or installation. 

3. The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland comprises two bodies (united on the 10th of July 
1840 under one ecclesiastical judicature), viz., the “General Synod of Ulster” and the “ Secession Synod,” except a 
few congregations which now form the Secession Synod above mentioned. The Rev. Henry Cooke, d.d., is the agent 
for the General Synod of Ulster, numbering, in 1860, 347 ministers. The ministers distinguished as seceders, whether 
connected with the General Assembly or with the separate Secession Synod, and also those forming the Synod of 
Munster, are paid by the Paymaster General. 

4. The services for which the salaries are paid to the agents are as follows : — Before the termination of each quarter, 
the agent transmits to the Chief Secretary's Office an estimate of the sum required for the ensuing quarter, with a 
statement of any changes that may have occurred in the list of recipients of the grant, by deaths or other vacancies, 
new appointments, &c. ; and in case of the death of a minister during the quarter, he is expected to state the name of 
the widow or representative of the deceased to whom the payment for the quarter is to be made ; a list of the parties 
to be paid, and the amount to be paid to each, is then prepared, signed by the Chief or Under Secretary, and trans- 
mitted to the agent; and the amount being lodged to his account by the Paymaster General, he makes the payments 
accordingly. He finally transmits to the Commissioners of Audit an account of the sums received and paid by hira, 
with vouchers and the above-mentioned list as his authority. In addition to this quarterly duty, cases occasionally 
occur on which correspondence is required between the Government and the agent. With respect to the ministers 
who are not paid through an agent, the information required by 'the Government is obtained from the clerks oi 
Presbyteries. 

salaries of the agents have not been fixed with reference to any general scale. 

6- The salaries of the clerks of the several Synods are not paid in consideration of any services rendered by them to 
the Government. The following letters from the clerks of the Synods state their services to their respective Synods. 
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S ir , _ Rathfriland, 12 May 1862. 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your communication requiring me to state “ what 
are the services I perform as clerk of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church,” 
and inclosing an Order of the House of Commons, ordering (inter alia) a return of “the 
amount paid to clerks of Synod, and the names of such clerks, and whether for any and 
what services.” 

I beg to state that the clerks are, senior clerk, Thomas Mayne Eeid, M. A. ; junior clerk, 
Robert Park, M. A. ; that the amount paid to them respectively is 46/. 3s. Id., and that 
their services are as follows : — Noting the organisation of new congregations, ordinations, 
installations, removals, and death of ministers ; and preparing accordingly the roll of the 
Assembly for the annual meeting. Attending on the annual meeting of tke Assembly, and 
recording the proceedings. . Attending on special meetings of the Assembly. Attending on 
meetings of several committees of Assembly. Preparing minutes of the proceedings of 
Assembly for the press, and forwarding duplicate copies to every minister and congrega- 
tion under the care of the Assembly ; official correspondence ; searching the records of the 
Assembly, and furnishing extracts when legally required.

I beg to state that in July 1841, 1 was appointed clerk of the General Synod of Ulster, 
and since that year have attended all the meetings of that court, whether annual or 
special ; have taken minutes of all its proceedings, prepared them for the press, and had 
them printed and circulated ; have conducted all correspondence connected with or arising 
from these, meetings, and have had charge of all the records and papers of the Synod, 
whether printed or written. For all these duties and responsibilities I have received from 
the Parliamentary or Government grant the annual sum of 50/., late Irish currency. 

That in the same month and year (July 1841) I was elected junior (acting) clerk of 
“the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland,” composed of “ the General 
Synod of Ulster,” of which I am sole clerk, and “ the Presbyterian Synod of Ireland, 
distinguished by the name of Seceders,” of which the Rev. Thomas Mayne Reid, the senior 
clerk of Assembly, was and is the sole clerk. Since 1841, I have attended all the annual 
and special meetings of the General Assembly, and taken minutes of the proceedings ; have 
prepared them for the press, and have had mem printed and circulated amongst the mem- 
bers of Assembly ; have conducted all the correspondence of the Assembly, except what was 
given in charge to committees ; have the custody of all the records, books, and papers of 
the Assembly, and am accountable for them ; and have had the sole and whole responsi- 
bility of the business of the Assembly since the year 1854, the senior clerk having been 
unable since that year to attend any of the meetings. For all these duties and responsi- 
bilities I have never received any remuneration. The General Synod of Ulster, of which 
I am clerk, and receive 50/., late Irish currency, as an annual salary, as abovemen- 
tioned, holding its meetings during the time of the sittings of the General Assembly.
